in the midst of our civil war, made as an 
exhibition of the friendliness of that gov- 
ernment at a time when most of the na- 
tions of Europe were sympathizing with the 
confederacy, thus manifesting the prevailing 
sentiment voiced in the poem of Dr. Holmes: 
*Who was our friend when the world was 
our foe?” 
This acknowledgment of past services 
was followed speedily by the sale to the 
United States of the vast Alaskan territory 
for what appears now an absurdly low 
Russia did not sell Alaska because 
the money paid for it was needed, but to 
show good will towards the United States 
by withdrawing from this continent. 
The friendship of Russia for the United 
States was not shown first during the civil 
In the autumn of 1812 Alexander I. 
intimated to John Quiney Adams, then Min- 
ister at St. Petersburg, his readiness to 
act as mediator between the United States 
and Great Britain. The Emperor desired 
to put a stop to a war the management 
of which up to that time had been dis- 
creditable to the United States so far as 
operations on land were concerned. Sub- 
sequently the Emperor pressed upon Great 
Britain the advisability of making peace, 
even when he knew the advice was unwel- 
come. He was the only crowned head in 
Burope at that time who had a kindly feel- 
ing towards the United States, 

The recent increase in the Russian tarifi 
is harmful to some American interests. 
But even if they should be injured for some 
time to come and a balance should then be 
struck of national gains and losses on ac- 
count of Russia, the gains would be found 
far in excess of the losses.

Michigan Hatcheries heries Will Contribute

the Detroit River for their spawn many va 
rieties of the fish of the great lakes were 
taken in the nets at the same time.

During the early hours few 
visitors arrived, but the news soon was cir- 
culated, and between 8 and 4 p. m. the wait- 
ing-room and wards of the hospital 
filled with persons, many of whom ex- 
pected never to see their friends in life. 

The physicians and nurses hurried about 
the wards advising that the convalescents 
be not excited, and they fear that the influx 
of visitors and the increased temperature 
of the patients will result in an increased 
mortality rate, The percentage of deaths 
at the hospital for the last month, they as- 
sert, has been largely decreased as a result 
of the quiet about the building. 

The quarantine has been the first in many 
years and was declared, the hospital at- 
tendants say, not to prevent the spread of 
disease germs from the hospital, but to pro- 
tect the patients from the contagion of vis- | 
tors, many of whom came from districts in 
which smallpox was prevalent.
